Germany's Heart 


The heart of industrial Ger- 
many beats at Dusseldorf. And 
the Rhine is its aorta. There are 
many industrial cities in West 
Germany. But in one way or an- 
other the Rhine flows into all of 
them. The Ruhr is the heart and 
the river is its circulatory sys- 
tem. 


Around Essen the Krupp works 
stretch for a distance of 15 miles. 
In suburban cities nearby there 
are more towering domes of biast 
furnaces and smokestacks of fab- 
ricating plants. 


There are six nations united in 
the European Coal and Steel Au- 
thority, with headquarters in 
Luxembourg. Their success 
brought Great Britain to knock at 
the door. All together these 
countries produce 128,000,000 tons 
of coal. Of this, 118,000,000 
comes from the Ruhr mines. Ger- 
many is, in fact, somewhat em- 
barrassed. She has carried out 
her agreement to the letter in 
supplying members with coal. She 
has done so good a job of this 
that she is forced to import coal. 
This she buys from the United 
States. 


About one-third of all the peo- 
ple in the Ruhr Valley earn their 
living from coal. Yet, at the 
same time, the area produces 
about 77 per cent of all Ger- 
many’s iron, and 75 per cent of 


‘her steel. 


All Europe turns out about 50 
million tons of steel.’ Of this 
West Germany supplies about 
half. 


Fact Overlooked 

There really is a Ruhr River, a 
fact largely overlooked. Coal and 
iron ore were first.dug along its 
course. Now the development has 
northward along the 
Rhine. The Ruhr, which flows 
into the Rhine, is a_ peaceful, 
beautiful river, with uneroded 
banks and a landscape pastoral 
and calm. The German indus- 
trial cities may have smoke in 
the skies. They do have a stolid 
Victorian look. But they are not 
ugly. They are neatly kept and 
full of civic pride. 


These cities have their mvu- 
seums, art galleries and exhibi- 
tions. One sees, too, many Mer- 
cedes-300 limousines. The Ger- 
mans have a saying about the 
Ruhr citizens, which is: ‘Der 
Mercedes-300 ist der Volkswagen 
der Ruhr.” (The Mercedes-300 is 
the Volkswagen of the Ruhr.’’) 
But the streets of the Ruhr cities 
swarm with small cars, too.

Hints Talks

WASHINGTON \# — President 
John F. Kennedy offered Wednes- 
day to open serious talks with the 
Soviet Union on Berlin and other 
problems next week “if the So- 
viet side proves willing.” 

In a statement following two 
days of talks with two visiting 
neutral leaders, Kennedy specifi- 
cally noted that Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk and Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko are slat- 
ed to attend the U.N. General As- 
sembly fall session opening in 
New York Tuesday. 


“This,” Kennedy said, ‘will 
provide an opportunity for serious 
talks about Germany and other 
problems if the Soviet side proves 
willing.” 


Kennedy's statement came at 
the windup of meetings with Ihn- 
donesia’s President Sukarno and 
Mali President Modibo Keita, and

U.S. Recovers 


Orbited Robot

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — 


The United States fired an un- 


manned Mercury capsule into orbit Wednesday and brought it back 


It was the first time this na- 
tion had orbited a satellite that 
could be flown by a human astro- 
naut. 


The capsule—occupied by robot 
devices that could breathe, per- 
spire and talk—was launched by 
an Air Force Atlas missile at 9:04 
a.m. An hour and 49 minutes later, 
it parachuted into the Atlantic 
161 miles east of Bermuda. 


LANDS NEAR BERMUDA 


Three hours and 10 minutes aft- 
er the capsule was launched it 
was fished from the water by the 
destroyer USS Decatur, which had 
to race 34 miles from its rescue 
station to the west. 


The highly successful flight kept 
alive hopes that the U.S. might 
be able to send a man into orbit 
—something the Soviet Union has 
done twice—by the end of the 
‘year. 


But Mercury officials said there 
would have to be at least one 
more test and perhaps before a 
human would be risked on an or- 
bital flight. 


WANT TO TEST HATCH 


They first want to perform an 
orbital flight with ‘a capsule 
equipped with an explosive, quick- 
release hatch cover such as will 
be used on manned flights. The 
capsule used Wednesday had a 
hatch cover secured by ordinary 
bolts. 


It was the premature blowing 
off of an explosive cover that 
caused the sinking of the capsule

There were some troubles on 
Wednesday's flight, which was 
designated Mercury-Atlas 4. One 
invertor in the capsule failed, and 
a back-up inverter had to take 
over. 


The main oxygen supply drained 
too rapidly. While Walter C. Wil- 
liams, operations. director for 
Project Mercury, was “reasonably 
sure” that the system “plain had 
a leak,”’ he said it would have 
to be examined carefully. The 
backup system was not rigged to 
take over. 


Finally, the landing point was 
not as close to one of the fleet of 
recovery vessels as officials would 
have liked. But it is hard to do 
any better, particularly because of 
the great variations in high-atmos- 
phere winds. 


However, none of these troubles 
was considered of major signifi-

Premier Cyrille Adoula of the 
central government promptly ap- 
pointed Egide Bochely-Davidson, 
a man believed by Western dip- 
lomats to be strongly pro-Commu- 
nist, to administer affairs of the 
province. 

Martial law was proclaimed for 
Elisabethville while rifle fire still 
cracked sporadically through its 
tree-lined streets. 

“The secession of Katanga has 
ended,”’ Adoula declared trium- 
phantly. “‘Katanga is part of the 
Congo and will always remain 
so.” 


Two soldiers of the U.N. task 
force—a Swedish major and an 
Indian infantryman—and 10 Ka- 
tangese were reported killed in 
several hours of street fighting. 


They died while U.N. Secretary- 
General Dag Hammarskjold, em- 
powered by the Security Council 
to use force to unify the country 
and avert civil war, sped in from 
New York for his third visit to 
this former Belgian colony.

“Common prudence, therefore, 
has compelled me to take certain 


precautionary measures, and units 


of the federal army forces are 
moving as I am speaking.” 


Later, it was announced here 
that territorial troops in Northern 


Rhodesia had been put on a four- 
hour standby. 


ACTIONS CALLED ILLEGAL 


Sir Roy recalled his warning in 


Parliament two weeks ago that 


what was happening in Katanga 
was due to “illegal and entirely 
unjustified use of United Nations 
forces to break the will of the 
Katanga government and to com- 


pel its subjection.” 


That forecast is borne out by 


Wednesday’s events, he declared. 


“There is little doubt that this 
utterly irresponsible action was 
taken by the United Nations at the 
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| request of the Central Congolese 
government,”’ Sir Roy continued. 


“It is now reported that the U. 
N. chief (Conor Cruise) O’Brien 
in Elisabethville has said what he 
has been pleased to call the se- 
cession of Katanga is now at an 
eid and that Katanga has been 
taken over by the central gov- 
ernment and that a representa- 
tive of that government will ar- 
rive in Elisabethville to assume 
control of the administration. I 
should not be surprised if troops 
of the central government were 
not also flown in today or to- 
morrow.” 


Two weeks ago, Sir Roy had 
held that the authority given by 
the Security Council resolutions 
of Feb. 22 had been grossly ex- 
ceeded. 


“The secretary general has no 
possible shadow of right to take 
over the government of a coun- 
try, however much the members 
of the United Nations may have 
disapproved of the actions of the 
elected government or of the de- 
sire of the government and peo- 
ple of that country to retain their 
political independence,” he de- 
clared. “Once the United Nations 
is allowed to become an instru- 
ment of international pressure 
groups the whole basis of its neu- 
trality is destroyed.

Prairie America 


Feels Secure 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill.—State Highway 54 slices 
southwestward across Illinois to the Mississippi— ae 
a ribbon of hot cement in an endless cornfield. i i 
In a thunderhead sky, a flying television studio broadcast the first 


lesson of the school year in ‘Living Russian” to the high school stu- 
dents of five Midwestern states; the papers were full of Nikita Khru- 
shchev's threats and President Kennedy’s warnings on Berlin, but 
the people in the little towns took it all in their loose and easy stride. 


Park Forest, Kankakee, Onarga, 
Farmer City, Clinton, Cornland, 
Buffalo Hart, Springfield — the 
story is the same: not indiffer- 
ence to all the uproar about Ger- 
many, but disbelief that anything 
serious will come of it. On the 
land and in the little towns there 
is a mixture of fatalism and con- 
fidence — a kind of pugnacious 
faith that nobody would dare trifle 
with the United States or get 
away with it if he tried. 

If there*is a common theme 
running through the answers to 
questions out here it is that we 
are going to have to stop the 
Russians sometime. James C. 
Trigg, who runs an appliance 
store in Deland, thinks that 
“They'll just keep agoin’ and 
agoin’ and a chippin’ away. We 
don’t want war, but one of these 
days, if we don’t stop them, we’ll 
have to knuckle under all the 
Way.” 

On the prairie, the automobile 
is not only a means of transport- 
ation but a trusted index of the 
way things are going in the out- 
side world. Fred Pokore, a young 
Springfield butcher who fought in 
Korea, was convinced that Wash- 
ington was not really expecting a 
war or it would have started in- 
terfering with the production of 
the new automobiles in Detroit.

Then the people were openly hos- 
tile to intervention. 

Now they accept the possibility 
of fighting if necessary and few 
seem critical of the way the Pres- 
ident is handling the crisis. Above 
all they seem scarcely to believe 
that there is a genuine crisis. 

The idea of war affronts their 
reason. They don’t like politicians 
and are suspicious of talk and 
headlines. Constant argument 
about far-off rights of access to 
Berlin, about fantastic new weap- 
ons and shots at the moon, and 
balance of payments and _ hell- 
bombs seems to have convinced 
them that they are living in a 
world they cannot understand. 

In 200 miles, however, not an 
echo of the old isolationism. Some 
anxiety among the women and 
their girls about the larger call- 
ups by the Army; little enthusi- 
asm for volunteering ahead of the 
call; over-all, a feeling that these 
are thing beyond their control. 

The cold war has not destroyed 
the prairie’s feeling of security. 
They feel safe here with the land, 
but they will leave it if they are 
asked and not before.

Here Are Ways You Can Help 
Your Preacher Do Better Job 


A few days ago I wrote a column about how you could break your preach- 
er’s heart. Someone suggested that I write something about how to help your 
spiritual leader. If you want a better minister, here’s how to get one. I do not 


mean a another one or have the bishop to appoint a new one. It’s possible to polish, improve and 
make a better preacher out of the one you have now. Try these four rules. 


(1) Encourage your minister. 
I do not mean for you to de- 
ceive him. You could ruin him 
with flattery. If he preaches a 
poor sermon and you tell him 
it was a good one, you do him 
great harm. However, if he says 
something you like, why not 
tell him? 

Every human is subject to 
despondency. The preacher is 
no exception.

If you know of sickness or 
trouble in your church, you 
would be doing your preacher 
a favor by calling him. 

Don’t get mad at the preacher 
you have now. You can make 
him a better minister if you 
work at this job. Try these four 
things, and you will notice a 
difference in the work and effec- 
tiveness of your minister.

It’s savage and 
barbaric and plain blind, dumb 
animal stupid to have a law on 
the books which makes murder 
a heinous crime but legalizes 
the killing of a child by the 
state. 


Georgians, Mrs. Roosevelt 


said, are an enlightened people. 
Sometimes I wonder. If we're 
enlightened why do we put more 
people to death in the electric 
chair than any other state? 

If we're the kindly, caring 
folks we aim to be why do we 
continue to sanction the electro- 
cution of children?

We 
have one every few years. But 
check back in history and see 
if any of the young people who 
go to the electric chair were 
educated.

But I don’t know of a Single 
case of a rich teen-ager going 
to the electric chair for his 
crime.

To Be Let by State Oct. 6 


The first contract on the four- 
lane bypass that will clear the 
way for, additional development 
of Stone Mountain as a tourist 
attraction will be let Oct. 6, the 
state’s chief highway engineer 
announced Wednesday. 


Engineer M. L. Shadburn told 
the DeKalb Real Estate Board 
that the contract will cover 4.46 
miles of. grading and paving on 
the limited access route. 


As soon as the entire project is 
completed, the Highway depart- 
ment plans to close the existing 
route at the base of the mountain 
so development of a multimillion- 
dollar state park can proceed. 


Shadburn said the first leg to 
be let will begin on Memorial 
Drive at Goldsmith Road and 
swing northward around the park 


to rejoin U.S. Highway 78 at the) 


intersection of Rock Bridge Road. 


Bridges to be placed in the 
project will be let to contract in 
November and December, Shad- 
burn added. 


The Stone Mountain bypass 
eventually will tie into the Butler 
Street interchange, and that sec- 
tion will be contracted for around 
the end of the year. 


The bypass is being constructed 
through joint federal and state 
funds, but not the interstate con- 


tracts under which the federal 
government pays 90 per cent of 
the costs. 


Meanwhile, Shadburn disclosed 
that the Highway department has 
begun levying penalties because 
the contractor on another DeKalb 
road project has not completed 
the project in the required num- 
ber of working days. 


“Progress on the perimeter 
route. between the Chamblee- 
Tucker Road and the General 
Motors plant is unsatisfactory, 
and we are now assessing dam- 
ages of $300 per day from the 
contractor,” Shadburn said.

Cook cited the law and said, 
“Under this provision, it is your 
duty, in ¢ase you find that a local 
system wrongfully withheld a 
grant, to compute the grant (ac- 
cording to a state law) and to 
pay such grant in its entirety, 
both as to the state and. local 
Share, and to deduct such 
amounts from state funds allo- 
cated to the local system in ques- 
tion.” 


That was the ruling state offi- 
cials have feared. They think that 
several million dollars of state 
funds conceivably could be taken 
up in such payments to school 
children. 


PASSED IN 1961 


The attorney general advised 
Purcell to set up rules of pro- 
cedure so that he could deter- 
mine whether local systems have 
‘““wrongfully withheld a grant.” 


The tuition grant law was 
passed by the 1961 Legislature as 
part of Gov. Ernest Vandiver’s 
four-bill open school package. It 
implemented a 1954 constitutional 
amendment which provided for a 
private school program. 


Cook pointed out in his three- 
page ruling, however, that the 
1961 law restricted the grants to 
‘schools’’ rather than allowing

Allen Wins 
Big Slice of 
Negro Vote

The Negro vote, more actively 
courted than in any previous At- 
lanta election, again proved its 
potency Wednesday despite an In- 
ternal power struggle. 


The group which has dominated 
Negro voting here since the late 
1940s, backing Ivan Allen \ 
overcame determined pro-Muggsy 
Smith insurgent group almost 2-1. 


And despite the wounds opened 
up in the bitter in-fighting, it was 
almost certain the rebels would 
close ranks to support Allen in 
the runoff against Lester Maddox. 


The Negro vote could supply 
the balance of power. 


Negro voters did bolt their lead- 
ers, however, to vote for candi- 
dates of their own race who had 
not received endorsement of the 
Atlanta Negro Voters League. 


ALDERMANIC RACES 

Q. V. Williamson was the only 
Negro aldermanic candidate to re- 
ceive the support of the Voters 
League, but rank-and-file Negro 
voters throughout the city gave 
heavy majorities not only to Wil- 
liamson but also to J. C. Daugh- 
erty and Pat ‘(Alley Pat) Patrick 
in their respective. unsuccessful 
races. 


Before the polls closed, a ma- 
jor figure in the Negro community 
said Negroes’ ability to pass over 
the unendorsed Negroes would be 
a test of their ‘‘maturity.” 


Negro voters also bucked their 
leadership in one other race: they 
gave majorities in many precincts 
to Joe Salem in the Eighth Ward 
race. 


There was no strong Auburn 
Avenue-West Side split in the hot- 
ly contested mayor’s race. In 
both areas, which sometimes vote 
somewhat divergently, Negroes 
backed Allen over Smith by ap- 
proximately the same 2-1 margin, 


HEAVY REGISTRATION 


Negro registration holds a com- 
manding majority over white reg- 
istration in 13 precincts and a 
slight majority in five others. 
The 13 precincts provide an ex- 
cellent gauge of the Negro vote 
throughout the city. 


Figures from those boxes indi- 
cate that between 80 per cent and 
85 per cent of the 40,000 regis- 
tered Negroes turned out to vote 
and supplied Allen about one-third 
of his total vote. 


In the closing days of the cam- 
paign, the split between the 
younger militant Negroes and the 
traditional leadership grew deep- 
er and deeper. 


Headed by young civil rights 
attorney D. L. Hollowell, the 
rebels alleged that Allen had 
‘“‘bought’’ the Voters League en- 
dorsement. Hollowell was strong- 
ly backed by university students. 


Traditional leaders such as A. 
T. Walden, L. D. Milton and the 
Rev. William Holmes Borders bore 
down heavily, saying Negroes 
needed to maintain unity in order 
to gain rights.

The Atlanta Garden Center—the only one of its 
kind in the United States—is all dressed up in its new 
setting, ready to greet fall and its attendant festivities. 


Organized in 1934 with a mem- 
bership of 30 local garden clubs, 
there are now nearly 300 mem- 
ber clubs. 


Turning back the horticultural 
clock, it is interesting to note 
that the “center” was first a 
card table placed in a promi- 
nent part of a downtown depart- 
ment store and maned by two 
women—members of the Peach- 
tree Garden Club. 


This club was instrumental 
in organizing the Center as an 
information booth, clearing 
house for garden problems 
among local green thumbers. 


The club also spearheaded the 
formation of the Garden Club 
of Georgia in Atlanta in 1928. 
Mrs. F. Phinizy Calhoun, ac- 
knowledged grande dame of 
Georgia gardeners, was the first 
president of the Center. The 
late Mrs. R. M. Cooney was 
the first director. 


CENTER GREW 


From that card table stacked 
with books, leaflets and gar- 
den club information, has grown 
the large and spacious Center 
which recently debuted in it’s 
new dress at the store. Mrs. 
Francis Edmondson is the di- 
rector of the Center. Mrs. 
Charles Younts is -president. 


One wall of the large sunlight- 
swept room has ceiling-to-floor 
windows. Pale green walls are 
sparked by bookcases, filled 
with every type garden and 
horticultural information. 


There is only one picture in 
the room. It is a portrait of 
the late Mrs. T. J. Smith of 
McRae, who was president of 
the Garden Club of Georgia in 
1954-55. 

A large glass case holds the 
silver trophy given by the late 
Mrs. James D. Robinson of the 
Peachtree Garden Club. It is 
the sweepstakes award of the 
shows held every other year by 
the 22-member clubs of the At- 
lanta Flower Show Assn. 


When Mrs. Edmondson be- 
came director ten years ago, 
things started happening at the 
Center, which is the second 
oldest in the U.S., bowing only 
to the one in Cleveland, Ohio. 


FIRST AWARDS 

Before you could say ‘green 
thumb,’’ Mrs. Edmondson was 
accepting the first award given 
to a center by the Garden Club 
of Georgia. She also received a 
certificate of personal merit. 
This was in 1954. 

The awards were in recogni- 
tion of her presentation of spe- 
cialized shows, thereby raising 
the horticultural standards of 
the city gardeners. The honors 
also cited her organization of 
state groups of many national 
flower societies and the staging 
of Atlanta's first Hemerocallis 
show. 


There are other ‘“‘firsts” in 
the Center’s “row of fame.” 
The first Japanese master of 
flower arrangement ever pre- 
sented in the South was there. 
And’ the Symphony Flower 
Show. 

Thousands of women visit this 

“information booth of flowers.” 
The only entrance fee is ‘‘in- 
terest.”

In the first instance, you are 
minimizing the child’s accom- 
plishments and in the second, 
you are giving him a false 
impression, Dr. Markowitz said. 
He does not believe in bestow- 
ing money on a child for getting 
good marks, either. 


“If you want to encourage 
your child, be realistically en- 
thusiastic about his work,”’ Dr. 
Markowitz advised. “Really 
share in his experience and 
take joy in it. If he did not do 
well, sit down with him and 
help him. 


“Some parents actually do not 
want their children to do well 
in school because they them- 
selves did not do well,” he 
added.

31 Dead, Millions in Damage 


GALVESTON, Tex., (AP) — 
Murderous Hurricane Carla car- 
ried her still potent wrath to the 
Midwest Wednesday, leaving at 
least 31 dead in her wake that 
stretched from the Gulf of Mexi- 


co into Illinois. 


Discovery of the bodies of eight 
members of the R. W. Dunn fam- 
ily in a bayou at Freeport on 
the Texas coast Wednesday night 
sent the death toll in this state 
to 21. 


3 STILL MISSING 


Three other» members of the 
Dunn family were missing. 


Officials feared other dead 
would be found in the debris cov- 
ering 250 miles of Texas and Lou- 
isiana coastline. 


The storm, one of the most vici- 
ous ever to hit the Texas coast, 
left multimillion-dollar damage, a 
staggering reconstruction _ task, 
and the threat of floods and dis- 
ease. 


Even in her dying gasps, Car- 
la swept five persons to their 
deaths in Kansas, and dumped up 
to seven inches of rain to cause 
serious flooding in the Midwest. 


Late Wednesday night, rains 
from Carla still poured down on 
Missouri and Illinois. 


TORNADOES TAKE TOLL 


Tornadoes spawned by Carla 
took the lives of many of the 
known dead. Some perished when 
they touched power lines snapped 
by the hurricane, and others 
drowned. At least five died in 
Louisiana and five in Kansas, the 
remainder in Texas. 


Tens of thousands of persons 
received typhoid shots along the 
Texas coast as water pollution 
threatened to bring disease to 
devastated areas. Fourteen cases 
of measles were discovered 
Wednesday among 3,000 refugees 
jammed into Houston’s Munici- 
pal Auditorium.

A big fear was that epidemics 
would occur. Water in some 
places was. contaminated. At Port 
Aransas, fresh water was brought 
in by boat. 


Fourteen cases of measles 
broke out in Houston's city audi- 
torium where refugees still hud- 
dled. 


Thousands of refugees _re- 
mained in hotels, motels, school 
buildings and other emergency 
shelters inland, awaiting word 
from authorities that they could 
return. 


Floods, the impairment of sani- 
tary and water systems and 
knocked-out electric services de- 
layed the all-clear signal. 

There were scattered reports of 
looting, mostly in the Galveston 
resort area. Police at Galveston 
wounded an 18-year-old youth in 
the foot when they found him in 
a home not his own. Along with 
eight others, he was jailed for 
investigation. 

Mayor E. W. Tarrant of Aran- 
sas Pass, southwest of Galveston, 
announced a quarantine for his 


town and Mustang Island. Boats 
were used to bring in water and

son could enter. 


Many towns still were unreach- 
able by land but the clearing of 
tides from the Galveston freeway 
for the first time since Sunday 
permitted residents to start 
streaming back to the island.

Variety of Lamb Cuts 
Can Spark Dull Menus 


Menus need never grow dull. 
With the variety of meat cuts 
available at the meat counters 
and the various ways of prepa- 
ration, you can almost use the 
same cut of meat each night 
without anyone in the family 
recognizing it as the cut you 
used last night. 


Beef, pork, veal and lamb 
provide your diet with protein, 
which is so important in your 
diet. 


And lamb is fast catching on, 
especially with the exotic shish- 
kebabs and barbecued riblets 
that have been so prominent in 
backyard grills all summer. But 


turns her thoughts to roast, 
burgers, meat balls, chili and 
meat sandwiches. 


Recently, Jo Parks, consulting 
home economist from the Amer- 
ican Lamb Council, suggested 
some wonderful ideas for serv- 
ing lamb this fall. 


“The pre-sliced square shoul- 
der cut of lamb is economical, 
easy to prepare and easier to 
serve,” said Jo. “And house- 
wives are looking for just this 
type of cut.” 


Jo points out that the impor- 
tant thing in preparing lamb is 
cooking it at a low temperature 
of 300 degrees to 375. ‘‘All meat 
cookery should be cooked at this 
temperature,’’ she added. 


“Have your meat man pre-cut 
bone-in shoulder on the band 
saw and tie,” she said. ‘‘Then, 
slip the roast into the oven and 
dinner is on its way.” 


SQUARE LAMB SHOULDER

5 lb. pre-sliced square lamb

“You might be interested to 
know that lamb can be served 
medium rare or well done,” 
declared Jo, ‘‘depending on your 
taste.”’ 


Jo also suggests serving broc- 
coli and baked potatoes as vege- 
tables with Lemon Ice Box Pie 
for dessert. 


If you would rather not pre- 
pare the whole roast, you can 
cut the string and remove the 
chops or the steaks and broil. 
But if you plan to broil, have 
the butcher cut the slices 1-inch 
thick instead of the regular %- 
inch thickness. 


Another delightful lamb dish 
is Cha Cha Chili. The teen-agers 
will realty go for this dish and 
they also enjoy preparing it 
themselves. 

CHA CHA CHILI 

1 lb. ground lamb

This fall, carcasses of lamb 
are being supplied to the school 
lunch departments throughout 
the country, through the U.S.

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Cheese breads are favorites 
with all who have tried them.

Cumin séed belongs to the 
parsley family.

The Fruit-and-Nut Laden Roll 
below is a fine example, and far 
easier for the home baker to 
turn out.. 


Its sweet dough holds a de 
licious filling of raisins, cher- 
ries and almonds. 


Roll the dough out on a 
floured cloth. Then, after 
spreading it with filling, pick up 
the long side of the cloth and 
hold it so that the strudel rolls 
easily into shape. Then pinch the 
seam and ends well, so all the 
filling stays right inside the 
dough where it belongs.

West opened the bidding with 
one heart and East, of course, 
did not have enough to keep the 
bidding open. South made the 
normal reopening double to show 
a good hand. When his partner 
showed the diamonds he tried two 
no-trumps. 


Any more drastic action is to 
be avoided at this time, inasmuch 
as North’s hand is an unknown 


quantity. Sight must not be lost 
of the fact that he had been 
drafted into the bidding. North, 
boasting of eight high-card points, 
was quick to carry on to game. 


The three of hearts was opened 
and East’s ten went to declarer’s 
king. Declarer appeared to have 
nine tricks in full view until West 
showed out on the second lead 
of clubs. The budget had to be re- 
planned. Four diamond tricks now 
became indispensable to declar- 
er’s operations. In light of West's 
opening bid and East’s pass, it 
seemed likely that the queen of 
diamonds was on side. However, 
a cover of the ten of diamonds 
would block the suit and permit 
the cashing of only three dia- 
mond tricks. 


In the hope of getting by with- 
out a cover, South led the nine of 
diamonds. This would have lulled 
many players into playing low at 
trick two but not West. A rapid 
calculation made it clear to him 
that the play of the queen could 
gain, but could not possibly lose. 
That declarer intended to finesse 
the jack there could be no rea- 
sonable doubt. If declarer had the 
nine and a small diamond only 
three tricks were available to 
him, but if he happened to have 
the nine and ten alone the cover 
was imperative.
